Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant primarily refutes examiner's use of prior 
art of Vitau in Claim 1 , since Vitau; as stated by applicant, "does not teach or even suggest forming a bezel within prongs 22". According 
to dictionary.com, the definition of a bezel is the following: "A groove or flange designed to hold a beveled edge, as of a watch crystal or a 
gem. Vitau does indeed show of a flange designed to hold an edge of a gemstone, this of which is shown in Fig. 3C of Vitau. Secondly, 
applicant refutes the use of Vitau in Claim 9. The examiner disagrees, since as claimed, Vitau does indeed show of gemstones (S) 
positioned in seats (1 1,12), a pair of prongs (23 in Fig. 3A) on each side of said gemstone (S), and a shared prong posiitioned between 
each gemstone (two vertical gemstones sharing the prong 23 in Fig. 3A) . 
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
